This Directive transmts OSHA Instruction CPL 2-2.47 and revises
Appendi x B by providing the new inplenmentation schedule of the
engi neering control requirenment under 1910.1025(e)(1).

Backgr ound.

Change Il1: "On July 19, 1991, the U S. Court of Appeals for the D C
Crcuit lifted its stay of the engineering control requirenent of 29
CFR 1910. 1025 for all industries except brass and bronze ingot

manuf acturing. This includes five of the six industries for which
CSHA' s findings of feasibility were contested by the respective

i ndustri es. The six industries which disputed OSHA's feasibility
findings are: non-ferrous foundries, |eaded steel, |ead chem cals,
secondary copper snelting, independent battery breakers, and brass and
bronze ingot manufacturing. The engineering control requirenent is
still stayed for brass and bronze ingot manufacturing.” (OSHA
Technical Bulletin, 9/5/91) (enphasis added)

"Non-ferrous foundries, |ead chem cal manufacturing, and secondary
copper snelters have until July 19, 1996 to conply wth the PEL

t hrough engi neering and work practice controls. Small non-ferrous
foundries will then be required to conply with a limt of 75 ugns/n?

t hrough engi neering and work practice controls and to use any

conbi nation of respiratory protection, engineering, and admnistrative
controls after that date to achieve conpliance with the PEL." (ld.)

"Until the date required to achieve conpliance with the PEL (or for
smal | non-ferrous foundries-75 ugns/ n?) through engi neeri ng and work
practice controls, the referenced industries nust conply through

engi neering and work practice controls with the 200 ugns/n¥ limt and
may use any conbi nation of engineering, work practice, and respiratory
controls to achieve conpliance with the 50 ugns/n? PEL." (1d.)

Change Il1: The engineering control requirenent of 1910.1025 was
lifted for all industries except brass and bronze ingot manufacturing.
Wth the exception of non-ferrous foundries, |ead chem cal

manuf acturing, and secondary copper snelters, the industries have
until January 19, 1994 to conply with 50 ugnms/n? t hrough engi neering
and work practice controls.
